One cause of this 
condition is too intense an 
effort to toilet train a child 
in the first three years of his 
life. Bladder control usually 
develops naturally but not 
until a child has learned to 
recognize when his bladder 
is full and has learned to 
start urinating by a conscious 
release of the 
controlling 


muscle or sphincter. Full con- 
trol is rarely achieved before 
age 3, and too much stress at 
an earlier age with failures, 
frustrating to both parent 
and child, defeats the purpose 
of the training.

are said to be excellent in 
selected cases where this is 
the chief cause of the trouble 
but, if other causative factors 
are present, the operation 
alone will not produce a cure. 
Emotional tensions are often 
cited, especially by psychia- 
trists, as a cause but more 
often the tensions are the re- 
sult of the bedwetting rather 
than the cause. 


In a recent study one group 


of bedwetters was treated by 
restricting fluids after 5 p.m. 
and a similar group by forc- 
ing the drinking of fluids and 
voluntarily refraining from 
urinating for prolonged peri- 
ods during the day. In a fol- 
low-up period of three to 
eight months the greatest im- 
provement was observed in 
the 
force'd'drinking group. 


This was attributed to an in- 
crease in bladder capacity as 
proved by measurements of 
urinary output. 


When all else fails, an elec-

tric warning device can be 
placed in the bed. It sets off 
an alarm when a few drops 
of urine moisten its elec- 
trodes. For best results, the 
parents must make sure the 
child gets up promptly and 
empties his bladder when the 
alarm goes off. 


Q—Our 1-year-old daughter 


has a low blood count and 
the doctor says she has Medi- 
terranean anemia. Is there 
any cure for it? 


A—In 
M e d i t e r r a n e a n 


anemia (Cooley's anemia or 
thalassemia) the red blood 
cells are fewer and thinner 
than normal. The disease is 
hereditary but the details of 
its transmission from genera- 
tion to generation have not 
been worked put. There is a 
mild form which requires no 
treatment and a severe form 
for which the only treatment 
is repeated transfusions. Re- 
moval of the spleen may al- 
low a longer interval between 
transfusions.

In Arkansas. On Monday, March 
13, the State Supreme Court ruled 
that Initiated Act 1 of 1914 pro. 
hibited boys under 14 from doing 
any work except for their par* 
ents, 


But on the final day of its cur- 


rent meeting, last Friday, the 
General Assembly passed a bill 
exempting 
newsboys from the 


1914 law. The exemption bill does 
require, however, that insurance 
be carried against death or in- 
Jury. Hope Star has enforced such 
insurance for many years, as 
have most newspapers. And it's 
a good thing that the law is now 
all-inclusive. 


It should be obvious from the 


time element that our special 
edition Color Salute to the 66th 
Arkansas 
General Assembly, 


which was distributed in the state 
capitol last Thursday, and the 
passage of the newsboy-exemp- 
tion bill on Friday, were a coin- 
cidence. The Color Salute orig- 
inated with a concurrent reso- 
lution by the legislature Feb. 9, 
the pictures were shot Feb. 27 
and March 8—and the special 
edition had to be delivered be- 
fore the legislature adjourned, 
which 
was Friday noon. The 


threat to our newsboys created 
by the Supreme Court decision 
March 13, great as it was, was 
of minor importance compared 
to the industrial break-through 
of bringing process color pic- 
tures to newspapers everywhere. 


Initiated Act 1 of 1914 was be- 


fore my time in Arkansas (1923), 
but it obviously had good motives 
and was worth while. It was a 
Child Labor Law whose main ob- 
jective probably was to prevent 
unscrupulous families from con- 
tracting 
their children out to 


"sweat - shop" Industry. It is 
hardly imaginable that'thls de- 
scription would fit the business 
of mowing the neighbor's yard 
or delivering his newspaper. But 
this was an initiated act, uncrit- 
ically drawn. Had it been a con- 
ventional enactment by the leg- 
islature the newsboy exemption
